They 
represent central stations only, 
omitting isolated plants, plants operat- 
ed by electric railroad companies, Idle 
plants and planta undergoing con- 
struction. The concentration of these 
figures emphasizes the phenomenal 
development of electrical Industries, 
showing thatjiwlthln specific limited 
category the capital Invested In plant* 
alone exceeds 1500.000,000, the gross 
Income exceeded, 000, 000 aid salaries 
and wages amount to nearly 121,000,- 
000. These figures are the first and 
only authentic one* on electrical in- 
dustries in the United States There 
is no reason to doubt that the next 
bulletin will manifest during the year 
just closed the greatest progress made 
In applied electricity In any country In 
any year of tbe world.
